The Engineers and Firemen Assisting Them 
Mr. Powderly Re Elected as 
General Master Workman. 
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{xDIANAPOLIS, November 23.—The strike of 
the railroad switchmen is taking an ugly 
Not a single switch engine in the city 
was moved this morning, In the freight yards 
everything is in confusion. Morning trains 
were abandoned half made up or not made up 
at all, except in the Monon and Lake Erie and 
Western yards. The mén, however, declared 
that not an engine should be fired this morn- 
ing. In all the yards, buginess was at rom plete 
standstill. In several places, engineers and 
firemen, or otheremploy es of thle roads pressed 
into service tried to go ob with the work, but 
the strikers interfered and successfully pre- 
vented the departure of any trains. Although 
gome disposition to blockade the tracks and 
obstruct the progress of men who desired to 
work was exhibited, only one instance of posi- 
tive viclence W aS reported during the night. 

A serious phase of the strike is that the 
and firemen are in close Sympathy 
and make no attempt to 
man their engines. In nearly every instance 
they have quit work, run their engines Into 
their stalls and drawn the fires when the 
switchmen requested it. This adds much to 
the complication of the matter. While the 

may be replaced by inexperienced 
resumed in a short time, pro- 
and firemen will work, 

nothing can be done. Inexpevienced men will 
not do to trust upon anengine, Mr. Sweeney, 
grand master Ol the switchmen’s union, has 
returned to Chicago. All the forenoon the 
atrikers have been goingin gangs from one 
yard to an ther and warning applicants for 
work that if they undertake to handle the 
gwitch engines, they would be handled 
roughly. Fearing trouble, ofiicers of the roads 
called for police protection at noon, and an 
effort will be made to start out some new crews 
this afternoon. 

A new feature in the trouble, and one 
which promises to lead to important results 
qs that this afternoon the managers of the 
Indianapolis, Decatur and Western company 
conceded to the demand of the striking switch- 
men and later returned to work. The con- 
cession includes $2.50 per day for helpers, $2.70 
for foremen, twenty-six days to constitute a 
mouth and ten hours a day’s work, with pay 
for over-time; night men to be paid in excess 
in proportion as heretofore, which is $5 per 
month over that of the day men. 

The switchmen are jubilant over this vic- 

tory, as the Indianapolis, Decatur and West- 
ern is considered one of the lightest yards in 
the city in which to work, and if the company 
can afford the advance, they believe that other 
companies will be compelled to follow. 
. Later developments todav show that the en- 
ginecrs and firemen in the yards have not 
joined in the strike. When ghey went out 
during the night it was becanse of a lack of 
switchmen they were tnable to proceed. A con- 
versation with the engineers brought out the 
fact that they were in sympathy with the 
strikers, and earnestly hope the companies 
may grant the increase asked for. They state 
they have taken no action in regard to the 
matter and do not Know that they shail. 

Very little stir is to be seen about the yards 
ofthe Belt road. One Bee-Line “pony’’ is 
doing what it can for its road, with the road- 
master and his assistant in charge of the 
switching. 

At the Vandalia yards this evening, but one 
switchmen is struggling with the blockade of 
freight. Wherever any movement of trains is 
noted, itis found that yardmasters and clerks 
are the switchmen. Atthe Bee Line yards the 
engines were all ordered back into the 
sheds. ‘The yardmasters and assistants were 
ordered by the strikets to quit work and they 
complied. The engineers and firemen came 
back tothe city for the day. Phere is a very 
spirit of sympathy about the latter for the 
strikers, and the switchmen are counting upon 
it for indirect, if not direct, support 

To sum up the situation tonight it may be 
said the day was a successful one for the 
strikers. They Gompletely paralyzed the 
freight traiic. Butone train got through at 
the stock vards over the Pan Handle and but 
one Bee Line. Incéming trains continue to 
arrive, and the blockade is growing. All the 
roads have sent out along their lines for new 
men, and it is expected a sufficient force will 
arrive tonight to resume work tomorrow. The 
strikers, however, ate greatly encouraged at 
the concession made by the Indianapolis, De- 
catur and Western, and many threats are 
made that if the new men attempt to replace 
them there will be a big fight. No serious at- 
tempts at preventing clerks from working were 
giade today. 
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AN INCREASE DEMAND. 


Switchmen on Trunk Lines to Strike if 
Wages are not Raised, 

New Yor, November 23.—The World SWYS ; 
Information reached the World, from a very 
Authoritative source that the switchmen onall 
trunk lines from Mississippi to New York have 
united in a demand upon the roads for an in- 
crease of pay and the settlement of other 
grievances. The matter has been kepta se- 
cret by both parties to the controversy, but 
there were earnest consultation in this city 
last night among officers of the trunk lines. 
Ihey have been given until Saturday to re- 
spond tothe request of,the switchmen and 
after that, if these are not granted, or a com- 
promise can not be reached, a general strike is 
threatened. Itwas stated by the same high 
authority last night that it was likely the New 
York Central system would come to unamicable 
@gzreement with its men. 

THE REPORT DENIED. 

New York, November 23.—The published 
statement in one of the morning papers here 
to the effect that the switchmen on the trunk 
dines cast of Mississippi threatened to strike 
unless their wages are raised, finds no con- 
firmation in the railroad oftices here. No one 
seems to have heard of it, and the opinion ex- 
pressed is that the report is untrue.

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THE WEEK'S BUSINESS. 


Movement of Cotton Large, But Rehind Last 
Year—The Grain Market. 

New York, November 23.—-R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s review of trade for the week says: 

Business has made fair progress duting the 
week, and at most points the prospeet fur furthei 
improvement is considered good. But the damage 
to the cotton crop by wet weather has caused hesi- 
tation in parts of the south while the outward move- 
ment of gold at New York is not encouraging in 
speculation. . Notwithstanding the cnormous supply 
of currency in circulation, eastern reserves are not 
so large that gold exports may not protuce some 
embarrassmentif continued. Bankers look for a 
continuance of the outgo, unless the conditions 
change materially. The immediate cause is not the 
state of the merchandise trade, for of late exports 
have exceeded imports in spite of the stoppage of 
wheat shipments, but the sales of securitics 
foreign account which for some time have exceeded 
purchases. Achangein the temper of investors 
might result from a setilement of the rate wars, but 
at present foreigners do not scem to regard Ameri- 
can railways with the confidence formerly shown, 
in part becausé of their damaging competition and 
in part because the effects of the interstate act are 
thought serious. 

Under continued sales, the stock market has de 
clined on average about $1 per share, The exports 
of breadstuffs from Atlantic ports have been only 
130,572 bushels of wheat in three weeks against 1,- 
989,328 bushels last year, and 4)8,187 barrels of flour 
against 675,698 Last year, with an increase of 85U,- 
000 bushels of corn. 

The cotton movement is large, but still much 
behind last year’s. The removal of duiies in 
Portugal caused smail shipments of wheat thither, 
but from other markets the current price still ex 
cludes Atlantic wheat, tho@gh the declin: hs

A COSTLY BLAZE AT LYNCHBURG 


An Electric Plant at Fort Wayne Burns—An 
Arkansas Town Ruined by Fire— 
Other Interesting News. 


LyncueurRG, Va., November 23.—A fire oc 
curred here Jast night, destrying the pork 
packing establishment of McCorkle & Bow- 
man, with $25,000 worth of machinery; also 
Yates’s stove factor v adjoining. 

Font Wayne, Ind., November 25.—The 
Fort Wayne Jenncy Electric Light company’s 
plant was entirely destroyed by fire at 2 a. m. 
The loss on the building and machinery is 
$250,000; insurance, $150,000, divided among 
thirty diferent companies. The fire originated 
in tho third floor from an unknown cause. 
Fully 300 workmen are thrown out of employ- 
ment, 

EvrREKA SPrprinos, Ark-, 
Fire broke out about 3:50 this morning ina 
dental office, and although an immediate 
alarm was soon given, the flames were beyond 
control and the greater part of the business 
portion of the city was consumed. The_ loss 
iS estimated at about $200,000, very little 
insurance. 

New ORLEANS, November 22.—Wackobarth 
& Joseph’s tobacco factory, 45 and 45 Magazine 
street. was burned tonignt and the buildings 
vutted. The stock was insured for $40,000 and 
the building for ($20,000. The building, No. 
42, occupied by A. A. Greenwood, commission 
merchant, was almast gutted. Loss $15,000; 
fully insured. The building, No. 41 Magazine 
street, occupied by Mose Schwartz, a hardware 
dealer, was burned out and No, 359, also occu- 
pied by Mr. Schwartz, was badly damaged by 
fire and water. Schwartz’s stock is insured 
for $30,000 and the building, valued at $20,000, 
is fully insured. The total loss is estimated at 
$100,000; fully insured. A large portion of 
Schwartz's stock was saved in a damaged con- 
dition. 

PocomMoKreE City, Md., November 23.—Yes- 
terday’s tire originated on the roof of a large 
frame building owned and oceupied as a drug 
store by Dr. D. J. Truitt, and it spread so rap- 
idly that the bucket brigade organized at once 
was helpless. ‘The fire departments of Cres- 
field and Salisbury were telegraphed for but 
when they arrived the greater portion of the 
village had been destroyed. Dr. Truitt lost on 
stock and building about $14,000, partially in- 
sured, The postoflice was in his store and was 
totally destroyed. The greater portion of 
twenty hundred inhabitants are homeless and 
have lost their possessions. The aggregate 
loss is figured at $255,600, with $153,000 insur- 
once, which is mostly placed in small amounts 
in out of town companies.

Dealersin Steers Give in Testimony Before 
the Commitee. 

Ss. Lours, Mo., November 23.--The senate 
committee investigating the cattle and dressed 
beef trust took a recess until December Oth, 
when it will reconvene in Washington. One 
of the witnesses today was a Pittsburg butcher, 
named Peters, whose testimony is a fair exain- 
ple of what all of his trade have given. He 
says he has been a butcher in Pittsburg for the 
past twenty years. Hewas asked what effect 
the dressed beef trade had on that market and 
said it had depressed the butcher’s interest. 
Iie had refused to handle at first, but the 
butchers were told by the Armours thatif they 
did not handle it they would establish shops 
in that vicinity, which they did. The 
dressed beef people also sold 
lard att 8} cents, which courd 
not be made and sold for 125 cents. Witness 
said the cattle trade had fallen off a great deal 
in Allegheny. After obtaining control, the 
dressed beef comnanies had closed their shops, 
and the butchers were now selling their 
goods 

Jefferson Reynolds, of Los Vegas, N. M.,a 
eattle grower andshipper, also fairly repre- 
sented the opinions and experience presented 
to the committee by witnesses from his branch 
of the cattle industry. He said: ‘The con- 
tinued depression in prices we get for our 
steers has been a surprise to us. When 
i was in New York and MHartford | 
inquired at the hotels and of the 
butchers whether they were paying as much 
for their cattle as three years ago, and they 
said ‘‘More.’ Ilinformedthem that we wero 
net getting within fifty per cent of what we 
rot three years ago.

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THE PARNELL COMMISSION. 


A Witness Testifies That Several Reported | 
Outrages Were Bogus. 

Lonpon, November 25.—At a meeting of the 
Parne!l commission today Inspector of Police 
Huggins testified concerning the outrages at 
Castle Island, County of Kerry. Sir Charles 
Russell objected to the witness giving evidence 
regarding matters begond his _ personal 
knowledge. residing Justice Hannen 
said he admitted the reports made by 
police at times for what they were 
worth. Witness resuming, quoted from 
statistics which showed that from November, 
1852, to September, 1854, 166 outrages were 
committed. On cross-examination witness 
gaid he believed that farmers’ sons initiated 
the outrages in order toevade the payment of 
rent. Heknew of twenty bogus outrages. He 
was not aware that men nad connived to 
damage their own property in order to secure 
compensation from the quarter sessions. Ho 
did not think that all the outrages were duc 
to secret societies.

LONDON, November 23.—The Paris corres- 
poudence of the Clironicle telegraphs that De- 
Lesseps, in the ovent of the credit Ioncier re- 
fusing to assist himin obtaining the Panama 
loans threaten to publish an account of every 
step he has been forced to take in the course of 
the Panama crusade.

They allege that government agents will 
mingle with the people in the cemetery on 
that day and provoke a conflict. The leaders 
in the Leonstzation will then be arrested on 
trumped up charges of having been engaged 
in plotting against the state, and will after- 
wards be prosecuted for treason. 

LaFrance says General Boulanger, in an in- 
terview, asserted that he had definite informa- 
tion that Prime Minister Floquet was making 
preparations for acoup d’etat against the Bou- 
lonsiets, and abandoned them only because 
they were prematurely revealed. The journal 
Des Debats ridicules the rumors of a coup 
d’etat, and says they are only magnified echoes 
ofthe talk of deputies who have urged the 
government to ada energetic measures for 
the suppression of Boulangist intrigues. 

General Boulanger, in another interview, 
declared that he would give anything for the 
government to do what had been affirmed. 
France would never submit to sucha coup 
d’ etat, and in a fortnight his party would be 
in power. Hehad no fear of assassination and 
took no precautions.

HOW IT CAME 
CONGRESS. 


MANTON MARBLE’S’ FINGER IN IT 


A Difference of Opinion in the Cabinet 
About Its Effect on the Country—Sec- 
retary Whitney's Position. 


Washington Correspondence New York World. 
WASHINGTON, November 22.—The inside 
history of the tariff-reduction message sent to 


, Congress by the president last December has 


not yet been written and it is of some interest. 
Indeed, in view of the defeat of Mr. Cleveland 
and of the opinion of a large number of per- 
sons, right or wrong, that the result was due 
to the tariff message, it is desirable that the 
people should be informed of all the circum- 
stances connected with that‘ new departure of 
the administration. 

President Cleveland is the putative father 
of the child, but the real author of its being is 
Mr. Manton Marbie. For twenty years Mr. 
Marble has been eager to force tariff reform 
into politics as a distinctive issu®. He devoted 
much time to the task of bringing the presi- 
dent round to his views of thepolitical revolu- 
tion, which would sweep over the western 
states if the democracy only had the courage 
and sense to make a bold fight on the tariff 
issue; not through a meaningless plank in a 
convention platform, but through aggressive 
action on the part of the president, who would 
unquestionably be the candidate of€lhe party 
for re-election and would thus compelthe re- 
cognition of the issue in the contest. Mr. 
Marble pointed out the position held on the 
question by western newspapers and western 
politicians, and quoted the World as favoring 
tariff revisions and tax reduction so earnestly 
as to urge a special session of congress for the 
consideration of that important policy. 

Mr. Cleveland was not entirely convinced by 
Mr. Marble’s arguments, but was disposed to 
believe that they had some strength and wel! 
deserved consideration. Mr. Marble found an 
effective ally in Mr. Henry Watterson, who 
supplemented the appeal of his friend in his 
own impulsive and impetuous manner. 
Meanwhile» members of the cabinet 
were approached and urged to favor 
the proposition of a presidential message, 
stripped bare of all outside adornments, and 
placed before congress and the country as 
a naked tariff revision proposition from 
the consideration of which neither party, nor 
any individual of either party, could escape. 
In ashort time afterwards Mr. Marble laid 
before the president his draft of a message such 
as he advised. This was the origin of the 
much-discussed document, which, in the opin- 
ion of many persons, settled the presidential 
contest. As transmitted to congress there 
were some changes from Mr. Marbie’s compo- 
sition, but the main features were preserved 
and in some of the idiomatic expressions the 
ex-editor’s style can be easily recognized. 

While these discussions were going on Secre 
tary Whitney was indisposed and absent from 
Washington. On his return to the capital 
shortly before the assembling of congress he 
received a letter from the president, who. ex- 
pressed a desire to see him as soon as possibie. 
Secretary Whitney called at the white house, 
and in a private interview Mr. Cleveland sub- 
mitted to him the draft of his proposed mes- 
sage, Which was then prepared. The revelation 
was a surprise anda shock to the secretary, 
whose keen perception and accurate political 
information at once suggested to him 
that, however wise an commendable 
the propositions advanced might be 
in the abstract, itwas not the right time to 
cast them upon the country. He frankly ex- 
pressed these views to the president as the 
tirst impression made on his mind by the mes- 
sage. Mr. Cleveland was evidently consider- 
ably surprised and disappointed at the position 
taken by the secretary. He told Mr. Whitney 
that the message had already been discussed 
by the cabinet, and that his remarks were the 
first hostile expressions he had heard in regard 
to it. Hedesired that the secretary would 
take a little time to reflect on the matter and 
see if he could not find reasons to warranta 
change in the views he then expressed. 

At this interview Mr. Whitney at once dis- 
covered and pointed out to the president one 
important instance in which the alleged facts 
advanced were not correct, and the reasoning 
built upon them was fallacious and open to 
destructive criticism. The president was sur- 
prised at the information and madea note of 
it forinquiry. Mr. Whitney was fonnd to be 

ight and the message was modified accord- 
ingly. The cabinet was then called together 
in a special meeting,at which the message 
was again considered, Mr. Whitney and all 
the members being present. The discussion 
which ensued was warm and prolonged. Retlec- 
tion seemed only to have confirmed Mr, 
W hitney’s views of the inexpediency of the 
policy, and when he spoke he expressed his 
opposition in no uncertain terms. He believed 
it was most injudicious to give the republicans 
an issue such as they most desired, and which 
they had repeatedly tried to falsely force on 
the democracy when they were searching anx- 
iously, and up to that time vainly, for a war 
cry. He insisted that the merits and justice 
of the policy recommended in the message had 
no part in the discussion; thatthe real point 
was whether it was judicious to urge the 
policy on the eve of the presidential 
election, when there would not be time 
enough at command of the party to 
combat prejudice, to overthrow false charges 
and to educate the minds of the work- 
ing people up to an understanding of their 
true interests. Mr. Whitney insisted that 
without this direct issue in the approaching 
canvass the opposition would have nothing to 
do but to make a fight by attacks on the gen- 
eral policy and character of the administration, 
and on this there could be no question of their 
defeat. The result would be the vindication 
of the administration, and its patriotism and 
integrity would become historical through 
the discussions on the canvass. Mr. Whitney 
urged the policy of first winning the battle 
and then securing the forms and relief sought 
during the four years of the next issue. 

The other members of the cabinet opposed 
Mr. Whitney’s position and urg@d the expedi- 
ency of the Méssage at thattime. But it was 
reserved for Mr. Vilas to assail Mr. Whitney's 
views with a force which encroached on the 
limits of courtesy. The flowery orator from 
Wisconsin talked flippantly about the objec- 
tionable character of cowardice in os 
and accused his colleague of a want of manli- 
ness in his temporizing and “expediency’’ 
policy. In his calm reply Mr. Whitney re- 
marked that he had never heard that prudence 
in planning acampaign wasa mark of cowardice 
or recklessness and bravado indications of 
courage. He had heard it somewhere said 
that discretion is the better part of valor, and 
certainly it was not an evidence either of dis- 
eretion or common sense to cast down your 
fortifications and open a clear path for the 
enemy into the heart of the citadel just before 
a battle for existence. Mr. Whitney was left 
alone, however, in his condemnation of the 
message as ill-timed, thexpedient and full of 
danger for the party. 

It was determined that the message should 
be sent to congress. Butonthe night of the 
cabinet meeting, Mr. Cleveland was in con- 
sultation with his private secretary until two 
o’clock in the morning. wa 
turbed by the position Mr. Whitney had ta- 
taken, having always regarded hiin 
shrewdest pvlitical — adviser, and the pbest 
equipped statesman In the cabinet. ‘Finally 
he threw the message from him in an irritable 
outburst and declared that it was too late to 
retreat. The message was sentin. It did not 
enable Mr. Vilas or Mr. Endicott to decrease 
the republican roe my in their states. It 
lost New York to Mr. Cleveland despite Sec- 
retary Fairchild’s confident predictions to the 


contrary.

HANGING OF JOHN FIOLINESS AT 
MARION, ALA. 


For the Murder of a Girl Who Fejected His 
Atientions— Other News of the Southern 
States. 

Montgomery, Ala.—ii:hn1 Holiness, a’ negro, 
was henged today at Marion, Perry county, for the 
murder 6f Cella Johnson. The murder was one of 
the most atrocious and dastardly crimes committed 
in the criminal history of that section, The victim 
of the murder was a young negro girl scarcely fif- 
teen years of age, and the fiendish murderera burly 
nezro man of twenty-three. Holiness for some 
months had been enamored of this girl, and the in- 
timacy had beq@p of a criminal nature. He had 
pressed his suit with matrimonial intentions, and 
the friends of the girl revolted against a union on 
account Of the worthlessness of the wretch, The 
girl only received his attentions through the 
fear of him. Finding that he was not 
likely to win her hand in marriage he 
was angered against her, and made threais 
against lier life repeatedly. On the ill-fated morn- 
ing, in April, whilethe hands on the plantation 
were chopping cotton, John came into the field, gun 
in hand, with the avowed purpose of carrying into 
execution his many previous threats. The girl 
pleaded most piteously for her life, but, despite her 
pleadings, this demon, benton the commiss.on of 
his dinzbolical crime, turned a deaf ear to her en- 
t:eaties, The quarrel previous to the killing lasted 
for about an hour, he all the time cursing her in «a 
most cruel inanner. She wasinacrowd of hands, 
and, with the command for them to. seatter, he 
singled her out and fired the fatal shot, saying, when 
he had fired. with an oath: “You sball marry no 
other man, and 1ew I am ready to go to hell wit 
you.”

The private car of General Manager Ran- 
dolph was ocenpied by the officials during their 
discussion of railway affairs in general and 
schedules in particular. 

During the day Senator Brown was called 
on by anumber of the visiting railroad men. 
Senator Brown was at his oftice in the head- 
quarters of ‘the Western and Atlantic, and 
there was a general discussion of the southern 
railway situation, 

Another meeting will be held today and the 
schedule, aswell as the other matters under 
discussion yesterday, will likely be settled. 

President Haas, of the Atlanta and Florida, 
1s not disposed to look with favor upon Presi- 
dent Fry’s proposition to lease the Western 
and Aflantic road, or, to put it more properly, 
the lease of the State road by the Atlanta, 
Atlantic and Great Western railway com- 
pany. President Haas did not make 
any concealment of his purpose so far as his 
opposition tothe proposed lease is concerned, 
and openly told President Fry that he proposed 
to do all that he could to defeat it. The latter 
gentleman wrote President Haas a letter which 
is printed in full below. It will be found in- 
teresting, particularly when read in connec- 
tion with President Haas’s reply, which is also 
printed:

THE VETERANS' FAIR. 


The Several Committees Get Together and 
Make Up a Programme. 

The Confederate Veterans’ fair is moving 
along successfully. 

Last night the chairmen of the several commit- 
tees met in co opération fur the purpose of perfecting 
and furthering plans for the holding of the fair.

How to Prove That the Earth Turns. 


t has puzzled the heads of a good many

Then upon the surface of 
this coating of powder make, with powdered char- 
coal, astraight black line, Sayan inch or two in 
Having made this little black mark 
with the charcoal powder on the _ surface

some other straight object, so that it will be exactly 
parallei with the mark. Ifthe line happens to be 
parallel with acrack inthe floor, or with any sta- 
tionary object in the room, this will serve_as well. 
Leaye the bow! undisturbed fora few hours, and 
then observe the position of the black, mark with 
reference to the object that it was paratfel with. It 
will be found to have moved about, and to bave 
moved from east to west—that is to say, in the di-

The approaching southern immigration 
convention to be held at Montgomery on 
the 12th of next month should be well at-

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Bread Made From Turnips.

There was a dearth of wheatin England in 
1620, 1630 and 1693, and in those vears bread was 
made ofturnips, They were boiled until they were 
soft enough to mash, when the greater part of the 
water was pressed out of them. An equal weight of 
wheat meal was then mixed with the pulp, and the 
dough was mace fn the usual manner with yeast. 
The dough rose well in the trough, and, after being 
kneaded, was formed into loaves and pat in the 
oven.

The fact that there is to be a forestry cougress at 
Atlanta carly in December has set the southerners 
talking about forests in general and theirewn in 
particular, Our readers are aware that it is pro- 
posed at the Atlanta mecting to consolidate the 
American Forestry Congress and the Southern For.- 
estry Congress, and to organize acentral body in 
which all the states of the union that are interested 
in this important subject shail be represented. The 
south has been comparatively slow in recognising 
what she owes to her forests, and one of the best 
results of the coming congress will be the disens- 
ston which it will stimulate throughout tie sonth- 
ern states,

The Covington Tragedy—Qohen Continntes to 
Live and Appears to Be Improving—The 
Inquest Going On. 

The Covington tragedy is as dark as upon 
the morning it was made known. 

Echols, the prisoner, has made a statement, 
but he throws no light upon the murder. 

The coroner’s jury, which has been inyesti- 
gating it, is still in session. The murder is still 
wrapped in mystery, and no light has been 
thrown on the tragedy since yesterday. It has, 
however, been ascertained from Mr. Charlie 
Echols, that he was with Thomas and Cohen 
until about 4 0% lock Wednesday morning. 
Day before yesterday afternoon he was called 
before the coroner’s jury as a witness, but de- 
clined to give information as to who, beside 
Thomas and Cohen, were his companions dur- 
ing the forepart of Tuesday night, and before 
he went tothe Pitts house. He said that he, 
Thomas and Cohen were the only persons in 
the room whilst he ‘was there, except when 
the boy “Shug” came to make a fire, and that 
he had witnessed a game of cards that night 

ata different place, in which there were six 
rsons engaged, bat declined to give the 
names of any of the parties except Thomas 
and Cohen, saying that rather than Betray his 
friends he would allow suspicion to rest on 
himself, Yesterday' he came before the jury 
and stated that span reflection he felt that he 
owed it to himself and the pnblic good to give 
such information (as he could in re- 
gard to the matter under consideration 
and proceeded to give an account of his move- 
mentson Tuesday night. “During the fore- 
part of the night,” gaid he, ‘I was engaged in 
a game of cards with Thomas and Cohen and 
others; about three 9’clock I went to the Pitts 
house with Thomas and Cohen, who asked me 
to spend the night with them, and there we 
layed a social game of oar@s, 1 was on friendly 
terms with Thomas and Cohen and had no 
quarrel with them, After we finished our 
game of cards Thomas retired, and Cohen also 
retired shortly thereafter, I having assisted 
Cohen to inject somé morphine in his arm just 
before he went to} bed. Immediately after 
Cohen retired, I told him that as it was so late 
I would not spend the night, and left the room, 
went down stairs, stepped mto the office and 
got a drink of water, came out the front door 
of the hotel and went to my home, about three- 
qual ters ol a mile distant. It was about four 
o’clock when I left, 1 having heard the town 
clock strike four just before or just after leay- 
ing. I reached homp about 4:15 in the morn- 
ing, and did net know anything of 
the tragedy until about seven o’clock that 
moruing, when I carhe to my work at McDon- 
ald's store. I left the place where cards were 
being played during the fore part of the night, 
before the game was finished, and went to Mc- 
Donald's store to goto bed, but found that I 
did not have the key tothe door, and started 
home, when I met Thomas and Cohen near 
the courthouse. Cohen asked me to spend the 
night with him, as 1) before stated. When I 
stepped into the office to get a drink of water, 
I saw Lewis Bryantiand Charlie Crutchfield 
(two negroes) playing cards.’’ Itis uncertain 
as to when Echols will have his preliminary 
trial—probably not Wefore the coroner’s jury 
finish their investigation. Cohen is much bet- 
ter, and his condition has sofar improved as 
to give hove for his recovery. Cohen’s condi- 
tion is being carefully watched 
by the physicians and officers. If he recovers 
he may be abie to thirow some light upon the 
tragedy. The physicians, however, are doubt- 
ful as to what his mental condition will be if 
be gets up, :

day—A Message From the Governor 
Bille and Kesolutions. 

Mr. Simmons insists that when defendants 
in actions of ejectment rely upon prescriptive 
title they must file a pics. 

Mr. McCalla wants judges of superior, city 
and county courts and courta of ordinary to 
efter upon their dockets the date and cause of 
adjournment, and to pros ide that certioraries 
must be applied for within thirty days. 

Mr. Speer desires to amend the act to carry 
into effeet the last paragraph of section one, | 
article seven of the cohstitution, by providing 
that every confederate soldier who has been a 
bona fide resident of the state for one year pre- 
vious to his application, who is totally blind, 
from wounds reeeived during the war or dis- 
ease contracted in the military service of the 
confederate states, or who has lost both arms 
or both legs, shall receive annuallly from the 
state $100; those who lost an arm and leg $75:
